done. Whenever a public journal

,;'.it'ptitrenderB one of the most valued 
-ftinctipns of the Press. But -when it 
goes a,$fcep further and purposely and 
. taalioiously subverts truth and mis- 
states facts it justly earns, as it sel- 
•• dom failfs sooner or later to receive, 
'"'th^^gdjUtej^pti of ^ good. The local 
• organ of the Provincial Administra- 
tiott has earnedi^n tinenviable notor.«by 
'^^inttis respect. Perhaps one of its 
' master-strokes in false reporting was 
~achiove'd upon the occasion of the fa- 
mous Saanioh meeting, last year, at 
which Messr.q. DeCosmos and Beaven

question. His concluisions would Ap- 
pear to bo but too well justified by the 
facts. "\Vo bcliovo wo shall bo correct

But 
tho motto was a lie, flaunted before 
the people in order to catch the unwa- 
ry and tho fanatical; for there are those 
outside of the "Ring" who know right 
well that tho primary object of the 
mission was to seek at Ottawa Terms 
they had so foolishly, criminally refus- 
ed to negotiate for at Victoria. How 
the missionary pursucdjthat object is 
well told by our confidential corres- 
pondent. While the paid organs here 
wore howling "No Relaxation," their 
master was on his marrow-bones at 
Ottawa craving for the very "Relaxa- 
tion" which he had before so wantonly 
rejected with sucli a show of haughty 
indignation. Rut although craven 
enough to jdead for it, he was iiotiuan 
enougli to commit the request to writ- 
ing. Trickster, as he prucminently is, 
he still ho2>('d to keep himself in a po- 
sition to make his dupes in this Pro- 
vince believe that it had been thrust 
upon him by tho Canadian Premier. 
Having failed in that last trick, there 
was nothing for it but London. Ap- 
pearances must be kept up as long jis

In May Canada was the suppliant at 
Victoria, asking Columbia on what 
terms she would consent to relax the 
time limit of the impo:isiblo ]5ond. In 
July (^olundjia liecamo the Hui)i)liant 
at Ottawa, humbly begging Canada to 
give that wliich she had so insultingly 
rejected— had refused oven to consider! 
And "beggars can't be choosers"; re- 
member that! Could the worst enemies 
of the Provinco possiljly have turned tlio 
tables more clTect.ially against it?

Tho miners aro well satisfied, 
having got to work in tho bed of tho 
creek on -Ith July. Provi.'iions aro still 
dear and will bo until tho overland trains 
arrive; thero aro not enough animals in 
tlio country to supply the camp, Nejson 
has it all his own way and will until tho 
arrival of tho B. C. trains. Flour is sell- 
ing at SOS [)er cwt.; beef SOfrVCOots Ih.; 
.sugar, Sdcts. ; tea, .'■•;2 50. 'l.'horo was no 
iloiir in town for tho last four Sundays; 
tho minors carry it olT through tho woelc, 
so tho man who waits until Sunday to do 
his marketing goos without. Wlioroare 
tho Victoria morchants? why do they not 
send siij)i)lio3 in hero? There is plenty 
of money around already to pay pasl; for 
(ivor^ thing. Nelson came in wifcbi his 
trains loaihnl a fosv weeks ago. He lower- 
ed tho pricos a little and sold for cash. 
'HiQ way ho got rid of goods was a cau- 
tion; one day cleaned him out. A large 
number of minors from here will stop iu 
Victoria this winter. Yon may expect 
lively times. They will bo all, or nearly 
all, well heeled, I think that there will 
ti million of do! Uif.'t ciimi'. out of Dt'une 
Crci'li aluiie t/n.< scii.-:i>n. Tliibert is good 
for a mile or two. There aro about 15(1 or 
200 men thero. There aro no uew discov- 
eries as yet worth meufioning'. There are 
some men down Deloire mining; there is 
nothing from them as yet. Mr. Sullivan 
had a groat many cases of jumping to set- 
tle when he came hero; but ho used tho 
poor jumpers so roughly that nearly all 
of them backed down, and would not 
stand a trial. Ho told one of them in my 
presence in open court that thero was no 
sympathy for his kind thero (meaning 
jumpers.) The remark was uncalled for, 
at least. Between jumpers aud Hogom, 
thero is not much dilToreuco. Tho camp 
is very quiet, about as (luiot a camp as I 
over was in. Wo aroall in hopes of hear- 
ing from tho overland trains soon, Tho 
miners aro very thankful for the estab- 
lishment of a mail route to Cassiar.

Tlis secret of the jirotracted d'jlay of 
Mr. Walkom at this city has at last lei'iked 
out, and if such things as "Diplomatic 
Circles" existed at tho Caiiital of tho Do- 
uiiuion, tho aforesaid secret would cause 
eonsidcrablo amusement, as exhibiting a 
phase of diplomacy strikingly original 
and uniijue. 

It apjie^ara that on Sir. Walkom'.s arriv- 
al at Ottawa ho asaunicd un air of easy 
indiil'erenco. llo was on liia way to Eng- 
land. Ho spoke familiarly of Bucking- 
ham Palaco, while doubtless ho saw in 
Ilia "mind's e^e" the Preaeuoe Ofaamber, 
tho Throne with the Premier of British 
Columbia bending at its foot, attaining 
again his top-lofty attitude of tivo feet 
thing in his shoes, in obodienco to tho 
sovereign's behest — "Rise, Sir George!" 
This was indeed tho beautiful dream of a 
boy whoso knowledge of royalty was 
g.atliored from that ancient, authentic 
liistory beginr.ing: 

'■sin;; II song a Riipcnpe." 

To proceed, however; his only protend- 
ed aii.\iety after reaching this city was to 
get his credentials; but thoro was an in- 
(lecisioii about him after all quite at vnri- 
auco with bis iirofosscd desire to begone. 
He had a fow little items of ofhoial busi- 
ness with tho dopartmonts, which he con- 
trived to lengthen out to a very groat ei-

Tho ollicial business ho had had 
with tho departments was done and there 
was no decent excuse left him for delay- 
ing his journey, Still ho lingered and 
lingered, and the Oi)i)osition papers, as 
though iu-pirod, began to liin', as the 
cause of delay, at arrangements being in 
progress having for thoir intended result 
the indi'finito postponement of tho mis- 
sion. The iniiire.ssion sought to bo con- 
veyed was, that ]\lr.

A sentence of sis months' bard la- 
bor ^va3 passed at the Devon assizes 
on George Payne, the man who had 
charge of the boat by the upsetting of 
which five persons lost their lives. 

London, August ^,7th.— Tho yacht 
race for the Prince of Wales' Challenge 
Clip took place to-day. There were 
three entries: the Enchantress, Egoria 
and Shark. Tho former lost her jib- 
boom while tacking off the Cowes, and 
was obliged to return. The Shark 
proceeded afterwards over tho course 
alone, 

London, August 7th. — The message 
from the Crown, jirorogiiing Parlia- 
ment, was delivered in the House of 
Coniinons to-day. The message says 
tho Government will emjiloy tho in- 
llueuce arising from its friendly for- 
eign relations for the purposo of'main- 
taiuing treaty obligittions rmd promo- 
ting the peace of Europe, It assures 
Parliament that the luteruational 
European Congress, now iu session at 
Brussels, will not modify International 
law, or ro:strict Naval" operations by 
any of the Powers, The Government 
reserves tho freedom to accept or re- 
ject the recommendations of the Con- 
ference. The message also adverts to 
the Reciprocity Treaty between Cana- 
da and the United States. Tho Gov- 
ernuient is sanguino that tho result 
will 1)0 a gratifying in<;reasH of coru- 
mercifil intercourse. Non-intorfer- 
once in Spanish affairs is recommend- 
ed. 

Her Majesty thanks both Houses for 
voting an annual grant to Ih-iiico Leo- 
])i)ld. She states the relations with 
all foreign powers are i'rieiuUy. A 
treaty is concluded with the Sultan of 
Zanzibar, providing for the gmdxml 
stopping of the slave traffic. "I am 
thankful that the famine in India has 
U'lt boon attended witii inueh mortal- 
ity, which is due to tiie iinu^ly prc'cau- 
tions and measures l;ikeii by my gov- 
ernment; the Gold Coast is being 
gradually pacified and reorganized, 
and the King of the Ashantee is dis- 
charging his obligations." The message 
proceeds to congratulat(> Parlia- 
ment upcm its Work, and expresses 
pleasure because of tho reduction in 
taxation in tho passage of the Factory 
Acu, by whiqii the health of women 
and children will be promoted ; at tho 
passage of tho act reforming churiili 
patronage in Scotland, whiah will con- 
duce to tho I'eligious welfare of the 
people, because it removes a cause of 
controversy; and at tho passage of the 
Public Worship Regulation bill, which 
will settle tho form of worshiij of the 
Established CHiiirch. 

The messiigo also mentions other 
raoasuroB of minor imiiortanco; which 
may bo expected to be productiso of 
good, aud concludes by invoking the 
blessing of the Almighty upon the 
members in tho discharge^ of their du- 
ties.

sion of the transfer, I am not able to 
advise the Queen to consent to the 
continumice of this payment on its old 
footing. But, in consideration of the 
re ■establishment of peace between Her 
Majesty aud tho King, and his solonm 
promises of good behaviour for the 
future, the Queen contemplates send- 
ing to Coomassie, at no distant" dale, a 
sijccial embassy or mission, which, if 
the King shall havo faithfully adhered 
lo the treaty, will bo charged with the 
didivery to hiiu of suitable presents as 
marks of her royal favour and good- 
^vill. He will understand from this 
that Her Majesty is disposed to put 
aside all recollection of past hostilities, 
aud for the future to treat him as a
